HONOLULU, October 25.—Since the dep1rt- 
ure of the last mail, which carried intelli- 
vence of the final dissolution of the Moreno- 
Bush Ministry, and the faflure of the King to 
carry on bis Government with advisers who 
were obnoxious to ali the decent inhabitants 
of the Kingdom. political affairs have gone on 
very quietly. The new Ministers, under the 
ieadeisbip of Mr. Green, are busily employed 
in correcting the blunders of their prececes- 
sors In office, and the public bave every con- 
fidence in their ability to bring governmental 
vffairs back into their usual quiet and healthy 
condition. Morene’s credentials as “*Ambas- 
saccor and Minister Plenipotentiary to all Em- 
perors, Kings, Princes, Potentates, and 
Powers of Europe, Asia and the two Ameri- 
cas,’? were revoked by the last mail, and by 
ibis mail the control of the three Llawaidan 
students who accompanied him to the United 
States, en route to Germany, has been taken 
from him. If the young men are in the Uni- 
tec States they are to report to Judge Alien, 
Hawaiian Minister at Washington, andif in 
Europe, to Mr. Murtin, the Hawaiian repre- 
sentative in Paris. These instructions sever 
Moreno’s last official connection with the 
Government. 

Perbaps the most stupid act of the king, 
acting uvderthe advice of Moreno, while 
that worthy held the office of Minister of 
Kcreign Affairs, was the sending of formal 
letters to the State Department at Washing- 
lon. and the foreign vftices at London and 
Paris, dem: nding the recail of Gen. Comiy, 
American Minister to this kingdom, and Muj. 
Wodehouse and Mr. Ratard, the British and 
Fierch Commissioners to the Hawaiian Guv- 
erpment. These letters were sent off with- 
out the stightest hint to the accused gentle- 
menthat serious charges had been made 
against them, and their recall demanded.
